Albocacer is only 26 miles north of 


Castellon de la Plana, the largest cos- 
tal city between Valencia and Tar- 
ronga. 


Insurgent dispatches said two main 


columns and inland highways while 
the Galician troops captured the ham- 
let of Turig and then moved across 
the fields to Albocacer. They fell on 
the latter from the northwest, find- 
ing only a small garrison which quick- 
ly surrendered or fled into the hills. 


Launch New Drives 


Unyielding resistance from the foot- 


hills of the Pyrenees to the Mediter- 
ranean sea at Tortosa Wednesday for- 
ced insurgent General Franco to send 
new drives against two main ob- 
jectives. Targets were Puigcerda on 
the French border in Catalonia and 
Castellon, Mediterranean seaport south 
of Catalonia. 


Bitter fighting raged on both tra 


sunbaked seaboard and the snow- 
covered Pyrenees mountain passes. 


Columns composed of mixed units 


of Italian and Spanish troops backed 
by many bateries of field artillery 
blasted their way toward Castellon 
down the seaboard highway from Pen- 
icola, 35 miles to the northeast and 
along the inner highway from Salsa- 
della, only 10 miles north of Albo- 
cacer. Their main objective was to 
cut the road between Albocacer and 
Valencia and their eventual goal was 
to take Castellon, one of the richest 
cities on the eastern coast. 


To Hold Castellon 


Against this southern rebel army, 


Ge. Jose Maija, now military dictator 
of the major part of government Spain 
rushed the. finest units of his com- 
mand, drawing men from Madrid, 
Toledo, and Southern fronts. Govern- 
ment sources said that he was deter- 
mined to defend Castellon at all costs. 
He counted this the first test of the 
strength of his command and feared 
internal trouble should the insurgents 
win an easy victory. 


In the far north insurgent troops 


under Gen. Solchaga, fresh from their 
easy conquest of the Aran valley, 
found that their next objective would 
be the hardest of the Aragon and Cat- 
alonian drives. Government sources 
estimated 25,000 government militia- 
men assembled near Sco de Urgol to 
bar Solchaga's way to the mountain, 
gate of Puigcerda, i'6 rmles to ilia 
east and north. 


Insurgents said that Solchaga's army 


numbered less tlun 15,000 but were 
far belter equipped 
and disiplined 


than the govcnunent forces. All o£ 
his veteran mountain jiien were sent 
down the snowy passes. CuKarymen 
guarded the flanks of this force feling 
its way toward the Andomin ironticr.

2. Consolidation under government

property without due process of law. 
An act oc Congress is not necessarily 
due process—at least, not until the 
whole fight would be threshed out in 
the courts for several years. 


3. Government ownership. 
The railroads represent an invest- 


ment, according to government fig- 
ures, of some $25,000,000,000. The peo- 
ple and corporations who now have 
their money in railroads would have to 
be paid if the government took them 
over. Part of this payment and the 
railroad debts as well would have to 
become a public debt, and the national 
budget is already carrying a depres- 
sion burden. 


Then, too, government 
ownership 


has never been a long-term paying 
investment in any country. The fed- 
eral government sank something like 
a billion dollars inot its operation of 
the railroads in this country during the 
World war. 


Yes, the railroad crisis is still with

than rib chops, but the proportion of 
meat to bone is much higher and that 
ictually makes them more economical. 


i definitely prefer the loin chop if 
't is cut from the rock of the lamb. 


"However, I reali/e that most peo- 


ple ;:till prefer rib chops. This is be- 
cause the mcol is more delicate and 
finely grained." 


He explained a few of the mysteries 


of big and littl (.-chops. He said that if 


il> chops ar selected ami single por- 
tions are to be served, cutting the 
meat with the chop 
to n single rib 


would jnican too thin a piece of meat 
which migh dry out in cooking. 


Cut Kib Chops Thick 


Therefore, 
lie suggested that two 


chops be cut from three ribs, and 
then the center bone be removed, 
three rite should agin be used with 
th outer bones removed. 


On rib chops the fat and gristle 


:hou!d be trimmed off. Two single 
chops or one double chop is the usual 
individual serving. 


A.S to loin chops, they can of course 


be cut to any desired thickness. A 
loin chop one inch thick is quite sub- 
Manlial. Loin chops are not trimmed 
but left as they are. 


Our authority insists Dial broiling 


is the best way of cooking chops. 'Have 
Ihe oven hot' he says "broil a single 
chop about 10 minutes, 5 minutes to 
each side. A double chop will require 
18 to 20 minutes and should be turned 
ever about three times so that the sur- 
U|C.s will not be too brown. In turning 
a chop be sure not to pierce the center 
o.f it but rather turn it with the bone. 


"A good sized one-inch chop should 


be broiled from 12 to 15 minutes. 
Don't season the chop before cook- 
ing. Addink salt to the raw meat will 
toughen it. As a matter of fact I 
put neither salt nor pepper on the 
cooked chop before serving them but 
leave the seasoning to the discretion 
of the individual. I do. however, put 
a little melted butter over the chops

Hardhitting Outfielder 


Ends Holdout Siege— 


Plays for $25,000 


NEW YORK. — Back to the New 


York Yankees when they need him 
most comes Joe DiMaggio, the San 
Francisco outfielder who accepted the 
club's salary offer of 525,0000 Wed- 
nesday after a holdout siege thnt 
would have lasted three months to- 
morrow. 
DiMaggio ended his holdout with a 
telegram 
to Business Manager Ed- 


ward G. Barrow and tonight was en- 
route to join tlie club he helped lead 
to American League pennants and 
world championship.* in 1936 and 1J37. 
The staggering Yankees 
need 
him. 


They have won only one of three 
games and their hitting has been 
puny. 


DiMaggio capitulated to the terms 


offered by the Yankees with no prom- 
ises of a bonus for a good season. Both 
Barrow and Col. Jacob Ruppcrt, own- 
er of the club, were insistent on that 
point. 


"His salary is 525,000, no more, no 


less." said Ruppert, who added he was 
"very glad to see he young man sign- 
cd." 


DiMaggio. traveling by train will be 


in New York Saturday morning and 
will be in uniform for the Yankees' 
game with the Washington Senators. 
No one knows whether he is in shape 
to play and manager Joe McCarthy 
will be the sole judge of that, Rupport 
said. The club will dock him about 
5162 a day until he is in shape to play. 


According to reports from the coast 


DiMaggio has worked out sporadically 
with the San Francisco Seals. He told 
reporters before leaving his, home he 
was "raring to go" and excited about 
getting back and rapping the ball aj 
gain. 


The move which ended the holdout 


was entirely DiMaggio's. The tele- 
gram to Barrow, which read "Your 
terms accepted. Leaving here at 3:40 
pjn.. Will arrive in New York at 7:30 
a.m. Saturday." ended a holdout that 
had lasted since January 21. 


The club's offer was 5c5,000. Di- 


Maggio asked ?35,000 and later upped 
his price to 540,000. Ruppert was firm 
and both sides settled down to a freeze 
out campaign, line club made no sec- 
ond offer.

WelNDeveloped Pullets Turn 


m $68 More Profit, 


Gray Summit, Mo.—An old pro- 


verb laments that "one half of the 
world never knows how the othet 
half lives." This Is particularly true 
of growing pullets, as demonstrated 
In a test here at the Purina Ex- 
perimental Farm last year. 


Two hundred sturdy, well-devel- 


oped six weeks old pullets were se- 
lected for the experiment. All bird? 
were from the same hatch and for 
the flrst six weeks were fed on 
Purina Startena. At six weeks the 
two hundred pullets were as nearly 
alike as heredity, management, and 
good feeding could make them. 


At six weeks the chicks were di- 


vided. One hundred birds were put 
Into a pen and fed all the grain they 
could eat, along with the grasshop- 
pers and bugs they picked up on al- 
falfa ranee.

the two flocks began to show," C. S. 
Johnson, manager of the Purina 
Poultry Department says, "but at 


Well-developed pullet from the 


flock fed on complete growing mash. 
5 months the most amazing differ- 
ences were apparent. Birds fed on 
grain and Purina growing mash 
were mature, strong and 
sturdy, 


with well-developed egg-making or- 
gans and big-frames,. 
They were 


ready to go Into the laying house 
and start' turning out profitablo, 
high-priced fall eggs." 


The hundred birds fed on grain 


and allowed alfalfa range were un- 
der-sized and immature, knotty and 
scrawny. Even though they had re- 
ceived the same starting mash as 
the hundred well-developed pullets, 
although management and housing 
had been the same, the ration the 
fully fed pullets received during the 
growing period had given them an 
advantage that could not be over- 
come. 


Unprofitable, undersized bird fed 


•an grain and range, 


At five months both the growing- 


mash fed pullets and the grain-fed 
pullets were put on the same laying 
ration. The pullets fed on growing 
mash responded Immediately 
but 


the grain fed pullets did not. 
The 


"roughing" they had received from 
the sixth to the twentieth week held 
them. back. Consequently, the hun- 
dred sorawny pullets did not corns 
into production until they were 7V4 
months old, and by the time they 
were eight months old had laid only 
$6.50 worth of eggs. 


Good Birds Turn In $74 


The well-developed pullets grown 


out on a complete growing feed 
started laying at five months. Proper 
feeding during the growing period 
had given them big frames, strong 
muscles, and 
well-developed 
egg-, 


making organs so that they were in 
peak condition to start laying. Dur- 
ing the fall and early winter month* 
when egg prices were high thes» 
birds were in good production an<J 
at the end of 8 months had turned 
in a. record of $74.75 worth of eggs, 
or $68.25 more than the under-de- 
veloped pullets. The hundred Im- 
mature, knotty little pullets were an 
additional expense in that th.ey used 
j 


their laying ration as a growing feed i 
after they were in the laying house \ 


"Any poultryman who feels he can 


'rough1 his pullets through the sum- 
mer is sure to find that they 'rough1 
him back In the fall when egg pric-

es are high," Johnson says. "Grain
